Summer playground program 
will keep children occupied

The summer is still a few months away 
but the Town of Pelham already has the 
answer for parents when their children 
ask what can they do. 

In addition to the municipality’s day¬ 
long summer camps, the town is hosting 
the Summer Playground program which 
will alternate each week between Pelham 
Arena Park in Fonthill and Centennial 
Park in Fenwick. 

It’s the second time the program has 
been offered and it’s a perfect solution 
for children who don’t require a frill day 
of summer camp, said recreation, cul¬ 
ture and wellness co-ordinator lessica 
Ruddell. 

The summer program will offer two 
hour-long sessions — one in the morn¬ 
ing from 9:30 a.m. to 11:30 p.m. and in 
the afternoon fern 1:30 pan. to 3:30 p.m., 
Monday to Friday from July 2 to Aug 30. 

Playground leaders, who are trained in 
standard first aid and are High Five certi¬ 
fied, will offer children ages three to 12 a 
variety of games, songs, crafts, sports and 
a chance to play on equipment 

“It’s perfect because the program allows 
kids to get out of the house and bum off 
some energy while it gives mom or dad 
a chance to do groceries or run errands,” 
Ruddell says about the playground 
program. 

The recreation co-ordinator encourages 
parents to sign up for the program when 
registration begins on Monday, April 15. 

Each two-hour session has 14 spots, 
but if there is more interest in the pro¬ 
gram, Ruddell says more children can be 
accommodated, which is why it’s impor¬ 
tant to register early. 

The program costs $7 per session or 
parents can purchase a punch card and 
receive 10 sessions for $60.

Time for Grits to 
turn tables on Tories 

I he news that the Conservatives are planning 
-L attack ads against Justin Trudeau isn’t news. It's 
what Stephen Harper’s party does, and they do it well. 

If the Harper Conservatives are to be remembered 
for anything, it will be their brutal efficiency in 
dispatching Liberal opponents. In 2006,2008 and 
2011, the Conservatives haven’t won as much as they 
have beaten Liberals. It’s a critical distinction. 

While each of the Conservatives' anti-liberal ad 
campaigns ate qualitatively different in some way, 
there is a thread that runs through all of them. 

It is the notion that Harper is the Tim Hortons- 
loving hockey dad, the everyman. While his Liberal 
adversaries are out-of-touch elitists and (quite literally, 
in one case) aliens. 

Paul Martin? Conservative campaign advertising 
suggested Martin, a multi-millionaire who owned 
ships flying Liberian flags, was indifferent to serial 
scandals, and - most critically - wasn't at all “like 

Stephane Dion? Martin’s successor was a weakling 
and "not worth the risk.” (The feet he possessed 
French citizenship, and an inability to speak English 
well, was an unexpected bonus.) 

Michael Ignatiefl? A geeky foreigner. The 
Conservative barrage reminded viewers that Ignatieff 
like Dion, was a pointy-headed academic - and that 
he had spent decades abroad and was “just visiting" 
Canada. 

Past political behaviour is the best predictor 
of future political behaviour. If it worked once, it 
could work again. So we can reasonably expect the 
forthcoming anti-Trudeau smears will focus on his 
other-worldliness: His privileged background, his 
perceived dilettantism, his unfemiliarity with the 
everyday lives of everyday Canadians. 

The “not like you” theme is as simple as it is 
effective. Thus, Conservatives have been busily 
scrutinizing focus group data for months, zeroing 
in on one or two things about Justin Trudeau’s 
personality that can be exaggerated into gaping fatal 

But two can play that game. If the Trudeau Liberals 
are smart- and if they figure out how to get Trudeau 
to rescind his recent foolish "no negative ads” pledge 
- they will quickly familiarize themselves with the 
Conservative ad vertising playbook. 

Developing a campaign that suggests Harper 
isn't an all-Canadian regular guy is a waste of time. 
After nearly a decade, Harper’s persona is familiar to 
millions of Canadians. They feel he is the leader most 
likely to understand their lives. 

But that doesn't mean they like him, however

Reviewing Pelham’s property taxes 



A t our March 21 regional 
council meeting, we 
approved the 2013 Property 
Tax Rates and Tax Ratios. 

These rates and ratios apply 
to all property tax classes 
across the Region, including in 
Pelham. 

What does it mean for 
Pelham? 

Reassessment Year: As I 
wrote about last November, 
this is a reassessment year. 

That means that MPAC - 
the provincial body called 
the Municipal Property 
Assessment Corporation - has 
re-evaluated and assessed all 
properties in the province as 
of Jan. 1,2012. We will use that 
new assessment value for your 
property when we calculate 
your property taxes. 

Property Tax Calculation: 

The amount of property tax you 
pay to the Town of Pelham, to 
the region, and to the province 
(for aducation) is not only 
based on the market value 



assessment of your property; 
we multiply your assessment 
by each of the tax rates. 

Despite your tax rate being 
set by each entity for their 
services, the town collects 
the taxes and distributes it 
appropriately. 

2007 to 2013: In February, I 
wrote that “...the net effect on 
the tax levy will be $265,955 
or an increase of 2.92% on the 
Town of Pelham portion of 
your 2013 property tax bill.” 

From following the 
budget processes from other 
Niagara Towns and Cities, 
we anticipate that Pelham’s 
increase will again be the 
second lowest this year. 

But, what about over a 


longer period of time? 

Let’s compare this term of 
council so far with the last 
term of Council, and with 
inflation. 

The average increase 
of property taxes on your 
combined property tax bill for 
the last three years was 1.7%; 
for the previous four years - 
from 2007 to 2010 - it was 1.8%. 

If you blend the entire seven 
years, the average is 1.72% 


and the total increase in your 
property taxes was 12.7% for 
that seven year period (from 
2007 to 2013). 

How do we measure whether 
that is “good” or not? 

One important comparator 
would be inflation. Inflation 
for that same entire seven-year 
period was 13.6% or an average 
of 1.84% per year.

Examining convalescent care in Niagara 


\l\l hen the Local Health 
V V Integration Network 
(LHIN) was formed, there was 
considerable concern that the 
needs of Niagara's residents 
would be lost in the large 
geographical territory of the 
LHIN. 


That territory includes 
Niagara, Hamilton, Haldimand 
and Brant. However, as time 
has passed, it is clear that the 
strength of Niagara's leadership 
has ensured that the needs of 
our residents are made clear 
and several funding initiatives 
have resulted in improved 
opportunities for care in 
Niagara. The most recent 
funding announcement is the 
approval for an application to 
provide a 20-bed convalescent 
care service at Linhaven 
Long-Term care facility in 



StCatharines. 

Starting in April, as space 
becomes available, 20 
long-term care beds will be 
converted to convalescent care 
beds. It has long been known 
that the lack of alternate levels 
of care has resulted in many 
patients staying longer in 
hospital beds at a much higher 
cost. Another impact of this 
backlog is that there are often 
offload delays from ambulances 
as no beds are available for 
the incoming patients. Also, in 


many cases, after a long delay, 
the patients are admitted to a 
long term care home when they 
really would prefer to return to 
their home. 

As the conversion takes 
place, the LHIN has provided 
funding for 20 new hospital 
beds. In addition, they have 
included funding for 6.3 
full-time equivalent staff to 
provide round the clock care 
for the patients who are to 
be served. Given the fact that 
most patients require only a 
few weeks of care, it is expected 
that this service will affect 80 to 
100 patients over the course of 

Many citizens do not 
recognize the distinction 
between the Niagara Health 
System and the programs 
provided by the Region of 
Niagara. We provide the Public 


Health services to citizens 
which are mainly health 
prevention measures as well 
as Community Services such 
as Long- Term Care and Day 
Programs for seniors. This 
new convalescent care facility 
at Linhaven will be available 
to all citizens of Niagara and 
serves as a demonstration 
project between the regional 
services and the Niagara Health 
Care system services. As our 
population ages it is expected 
that we will see an increase in 
the number of programs that 
will allow seniors to remain in 
their homes for longer periods 
of time.

Conservative attack ads on way

Polls reveal vulnerabilities in the 
Conservative leader’s populist armour. 
A recent Angus Reid poll, for instance, 
found nearly 70% of all Canadians 
still feel he has a hidden agenda. An 
earlier Angus Reid poll found that 
almost a third of Canadians feel he 
has been the worst prime minister 
in decades, and fully half of them 
“dislike" Harper. 

An Ipsos poll at the start of the year 
found that, outside Alberta, most 
Canadians do not feel a kinship with 
Harper’s values. Indeed, the same 
poll found about 60% of them don’t 


even want him to run again in 2015. 

To offset the coming anti-Trudeau 
torrent, then, the Liberals need to put 
together ads that turn the tables on 
Harper. He, in fact, is the one who is 
“just visiting” — he’s angry, he’s aloof 
and his values are un-Canadian. And, 
however much he runs the country, he 
still does not seem to like the country. 

The Conservative attack ads are 
coming. Will Justin Trudeau turn the 
other cheek, or respond in kind? 

If they are to have any hope at all, 
Liberals should pray it’s the latter.

Region could save forest 
by slashing books

THOROLD — Regional council could 
save a small forest every year by cutting 
the paper out of their meetings. 

By not printing their document books 
and agenda packages, councillors could 
spare 111 trees and 922,500 sheets of 
paper, a report heading to council’s plan¬ 
ning committee last Wednesday says. 
Regional administration figures shun¬ 
ning paper could spare council the other 
kind of green: They’d save over $53,000 
annually. 

"That's shocking,” Niagara Falls Coun. 
Selina Volpatti said. “A 111 trees? Come 

The report came after she asked staff 
to explore the savings that could come 
with going paperless. That would require 
councillors to get all their documents 
electronically. 

Volpatti said she’s been getting coun¬ 
cil documents and minutes, referred 
to simply as blue books for their duck 
egg-blue covers, delivered like the rest of 
council, but she sticks with her laptop. 

"I don't use my blue book. Maybe there 
are people who still use the blue book,” 
she said. 

Not printing them, she said, “would 
save all those trees. I think that’s more 
important than those $53,000." 

There’s something to be said for the 
blue books, St. Catharines Coun. Alan 
Caslin said. He said they’re convenient 


when councillors want to read their docu- 

Getting them digitally is a little more 
involved because accessing the server 
they’re stored on requires an Internet 
connection, he said. 

But he said he’s been using a laptop 
since before the new millennium and 
figured he could get behind a paperless 

“It makes sense,” he said. “I belong to 
other boards. They're either paperless or 
print-your-own.” 

The number of trees involved “does 
take one aback a bit,” Port Colbome Coun. 
David Barrick said. But he said it also sug¬ 
gests other departments could start look¬ 
ing at where to start going digital, figuring 
council could be a “test case” for reducing 
the Region’s carbon footprint. 

He said front-line staff would know 
better than council what documents don’t 
need to be printed these days. 

For his part, he said he keeps what’s 
necessary from his blue books and recy¬ 
cles the rest 

“It's a really low piece of hanging fruit 
for us to move forward with,” Barrick said 
of going paperless. 

“It doesn’t cost us anything. It saves us 
money, so that should entice those who 
want to save money. 

“There’s really no negatives to going 
this way.”
